It applies only to such ar ct ions of the 
country in which beet augur competes. 
The cut in prides to Missouri river 
poinrs was to 3L, cetus p*r pound net 
for granulated. On Tuesday the net quo 
tations was 5.08 cents net. 
In othei 
words, Mr. H avem eyer has authorised a 
cut slightly in excess of l l$ cents pel 
pound. 
To understand the importance of this 
oat to beet sugar manufacturers, 
if 
should be m entioned that the practice 
of the beet people is to muko contract*, 
for their entire production at prices 
based on the selling price of the sugar 
combine on the date of delivery. 
The 
beet people have heretofore been easily 
able to dispose of all their sugar at a 
discount of IO points from the Ameri­ 
can Sugar R efiuing company's figures. 
This means if the beet people live up to 
their contracts that they w ill receive 
but 8 2-5 cents per pound for their 
product. 
It is understood, however, that th« 
beet sugar people w ill refuse to recog­ 
nize the cut made by the 
American 
Sugar Refining company on tho tech* 
meal ground that it is in restraint of 
trade. 
The boot-sugar refiners of Utah, 
Colorado, California and Nebraska ars 
the refiners concerned. 
The American Begar Refiuing com ­ 
pany usually supplies smrar for tht 
Missouri river poiuts from its N ew Or- 
I caus and Pacific coast refineries. They 
now have, however, at least 26,000 bar­ 
rels of granulated sugar held on con­ 
signm ent at Kansas City and nearby I 
points shipped from N ew York dnring 
the latter jiart of July aud first half cl j 
August. 
It is expected that this oui 
w ill have an unsettling influence upon 
the local market, but it is not expected 
that it w ill be follow ed by any irapor-j 
taut cut in prices in the eastern m arket.1 
No change w as made in the sngai 
combino’s prices for eastern market* 
W ednesday and the difference of I. IO 
cents per pound still holds between the 
price of the raw and the m acufactitrwL- 
article. 
The American Sugar Refining com­ 
pany people claim that beet interest* 
can 
produce granulated sugar at 3t^ ' 
cents per pound, that there is therefore 
a good profit even at 8 cents per pound.

Austin, Oct 8,—Governor Sayers ha£ 
approved the appropriation bill with the 
exception of ten items aggregating $U,- 
004, which he vetoed. 
The bill as it 
reached the governor carried a total of 
$5,752,945 for both years. 
There is in 
the bill $50,000 to refund school land 
purchase money, whioh comes out of 
the school fund and $80,000 for peniten­ 
tiaries, which will not be used. 
This 
$180,000 with the items vetoed brings 
the bill to within $100,000 of the limit 
of $5,500,000 and the bill contains a 
clause providing that the appropriations 
for the new buildings shall not be ex­ 
pended without the governor’s permis­ 
sion, thus the bill will be held within 
the limit. 
The governor has discovered that all 
of the Bftond year appropriation for the 
state deaf, dumb and blind asylum for 
oolored youths were omitted in the en­ 
rolled bill, with the exception of one 
item. 
This serious mistake was due to 
carelessness of those who had oharge of 
enrolling and comparing the measures. 
The problem of how the oolored in­ 
stitution will exist during the second 
year will have to be solved in some 
manner. It might run on a deficiency 
if that is permissible. 
It is reported from an authentic source 
that the governor will veto the concur­ 
rent resolution providing for the inves­ 
tigation of the state departments aud 
state institutions during vacation.
